In an 
action rare in Jewish history, 
Rabbi Moshay J. Mann filed suit 
against his congregation, Temple 
Isaiah (Reform) of Miami Beach, 
for $5,570, representing the un 
paid balance due him for two 
years service the Temple's 
Spiritual leader.

HITS RABBINICAL GROUP 

“Even the Rabbinical Associa. 
tion was without courage,” the 
rabbi charged. (Unable to effect 
a settlement, the R.A. published 
a statement in the local Anglo 
Jewish press charging Temple 
Isaiah with failure to meet its 
obligation and warning other rab 
bis to investigate thoroughly be 
fore considering the Temple 
Isaiah pulpit). 


Failing to get satisfaction with 
in the Jewish community, Rabbi 
Mann obtained the aid of Pro- 
testant and Catholic clergymen 
who were instrumental in reach- 
ing a settlement of 35c on the 
dollar which the congregation, 
however, was unable to meet. 

“I am the second rabbi in this 
congregation to be defrauded out 
of a portion of his salary,” Rabbi 
Mann declared. (Rabbi David 
Raab, the Temple’s first spiritual 
leader, resigned two*years ago.) 

CONGREGATION DORMANT 

Harold Shapiro, a founder and 
former president of Temple 
Isaiah, told The Post that “we 
made an honest effort io settle 
I raised $2,200 and turned it over 
to him (Rabbi Mann). I couldn't 
get the balance. I suggested the 
alternative of his taking a note 
for the balance and signing 4 
release so that the Temple could 
be started again. I believe Rabbi 
Mann is hurting the community 
through his vindictive action.” 

Shapiro described the Temple 
as “dormant” at present. No 
services are currently being held, 
and there are no plans for the 
future. Most of the members and 
all except five members of the 
board of directors have resigned, 
and the treasury is empty, he 
reported. Services had been held 
in rented quarters.

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5- Year-Old Sabra, Polio Victim, Reaches Kenny Institute

MINNEAPOLIS—A five-year-old sabra, the victim 
of infantile paralysis, arrived here this week from 
Israel for treatment at the Sister Eilzabeth Kenny 
Institute. thereby culminating a series of dramatic 
events in which circumstances played a key role. 

When little dark-haired, ebony-eyed Asher Novak 
was removed in a wheelchair from a huge airliner 
at the Wold-Chamberlain Field here, it marked for 
his anxious parents the initial stage in the fulfill- 
ment of a three-year-old dream. From the time that 
Asher was Stricken with infantile paralysis, three 
years ago, his parents have endeavored to arrange 
treatment for him by technicians trained in the 
Kenny method. All such attempts proved unavail- 
ing. 
a Nov., 1950, Herbert Kristal, an ardent young 
Zionist from St. Paul, Minn., was touring the Jew- 
jsh State. Chance caused him to arrange his itiner- 
ary to include a visit to Kibbutz Merchavia, a 
village nestled in the Israeli countryside near Afula. 
At Merchavia circumstance and the inherent friend- 
liness of the Israeli conspired to stage a meeting 
petween Kristal and a villager, Zvi Novak, Asher’s 
father, standing ‘“‘sh’meerah” (guard duty).

During the conversation that ensued between the 
two men, Kristal referred to his Minnesota residence. 
The word Minnesota held significant meaning for 
Zvi Novak. Sister Elizabeth Kenny, the Australian- 
born nurse who has done so much to relieve the 
suffering of victims of infantile paralysis, has het 
Institute and technicians’ training center in Minn 
eapolis. Novak drew from Kristai a promise that 
upon his return to the United States he would try 
to gain admittance for young Asher at Minneapolis’ 
Sister Kenny Institute. 


Immediately upon returning to St. Paul, Kristal 
set out to fulfill his promise to Novak. Negotiations 
proved time-consuming, but through the coopera- 
tion of the United Jewish Fund and Council of St. 
Paul, HIAS, Joseph Taylor, director of the Jew- 
ish Family Service of St. Paul, Dr. Lewis Sher, 
Minneapolis pediatrician and a member of the Kenny 
Institute staff, and the officials of the Institute it- 
self, Kristal succeeded in arranging Kenny-method 
treatment for Asher. 


Late last week Asher Novak and his mother, Mrs. 
Hadasa Novak, arrived by Air France at New 
York’s International airport. Asher was wheeled —

from the plane. The Novaks spent several pleasant 
days in New York City at the home of Dr. and 
Mrs. Solomon Novogradsky, whose son in Israel is 
an acquaintance of Asher’s older brother. Young 
Asher bubbled with enthusiasm over the teeming 
metropolis. 

On Tuesday Herbert Kristal met the Novaks at 
Wold Chamberlain Field as they left the plane 
which had carried them here from New York. Asher 
was taken from the airfield to the Kenny Institute 
for examination and admittance. 


Little Asher has not let his illness dampen his 
youthful enthusiasm, The Hebrew phrases flowed 
exuberantly forth as he told The Post reporter of 
his air trip and his arrival in the United States. 
Many things about America have impressed the 
young sabra, but most of all the prevalence of 
automobiles, particularly the shiny, black limouw 
Sines that transport travelers to and from the air 
terminals. 

In the face of dread disease and pain, the young 
Israeli is a living demonstration of the courage and 
determination of the citizens of the land from 
which he comes.

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” "Vested Interests,’ Huffs Dr. Weiss-Rosmarin As Idea Rejected

NEW YORK—The suggestion that synagogues 
arrange a “religious-educational program” instead of 
regular services on Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur 
was put forth by Dr. Trude Weiss-Rosmarin in the 
current issue of the Jewish Spectator, which she 
edits, but was categorically rejected by three major 
religious bodies in this country. 

Claiming that Jews who come to services three 
times a year “do not get a thing out of the High 
Holiday Services, except, perhaps, of the Sermon,” 
Dr. Weiss-Rosmarin declared that “the hundreds of 
thousands of Three-Days-a-Year Jews ... heave a 
sigh of relief at the close of Yom Kippur, thankful 
that it is all over.” 

The high holidays could become a meaningful 
and fruitful Jewish experience for the Three-Days- 
a-Year Jews, she wrote, “if our rabbis would muster 
the courage to face realistically the challenge and 
problem they present.” 

“Surely, there is no rabbi who does not smart 
under the knowledge that the Three-Days-a-Year 
Jews are incapable of following intelligently even 
the most streamlined Reform service.” 

Dr. Weiss-Rosmarin suggested that the regular 
service be substituted with a program which would 
consist of ten minutes of prayer, a one-hour address 


on “What is Sin?” or a similar topic, a one-hour dis- 
cussion and question period and another ten minutes 
of prayer. 

Asked to comment on Dr. Weiss-Rosmarin’s ad- 
vice, Rabbi Israel Klavan, executive secretary of 
the Rabbinical Council of Ameriea (Orthodox), told 
The Post that he was “greatly astonished that this 
suggestion should have come from Dr. Weiss-Ros- 
marin, who has built for herself a reputation as a 
staunch defender of traditional Judaism.” 

Rabbi Klavan pointed out that the problem which 
she poses “is a real one,” but “the solution is even 
worse than the problem.” 


“Instead of seeking a way with which we may 
combat this increasing ignorance,” he added, “Dr. 
Weiss-Rosmarin suggests that we capitulate to it 
and reduce the sacred high holiday service to a 
farce. 


“What reason does Dr. Weiss-Rosmarin have to 
believe that the same people who ail year resist any 
effort at adult education, who are blind to the nu- 
merous pleas and invitations to participate in Jewish 
life, will suddenly become _positive-participating 
Jews through exposure to a few brief lectures?”

The statement, he declared, 
“indicates for the first time that 
responsible German leaders are 
aware that the German people 
as a whole cannot escape respon- 
sibility for the unspeakable 
crimes against Jewry committed 
by the Nazis.” 

ASSUMING BLAME 

The American Jewish Commit- 
tee and the American Jewish 
Congress hailed the declaration. 

In a Statement issued here, the 
Committee called the Adenauer 
manifesto “a significant first step 
toward Germany’s assumption of 
its moral and legal responsibili- 
ties of the unprecedented crimes 
committed by the German Third 
Reich against the Jews of Eur- 
ope and, indeed, its violations of 
the fundamental tenets of human 
decency and democratic order.”

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| Closing of Mikvah in Minneapo 
Rabbi Conducts Appeal for Funds, Others Help 


MiINNEAPOLIS—(NJP)—The efforts of a 
Minneapolis Orthodox Rabbi have prevented 
the announced elosing of the city’s only Mikvah, 
averted a threatened law suit, and gained addi- 
tional time for officials of the Ritwlarium Soci- 
ety of Minneapolis to meet the demands of 
erecitors, Fhe Post learned this week. 

Several weeks ago the Rev. Joseph Zweb- 
ner, vice president of the Ritularium Society of 
Minneapolis, notified the local Jewish commu- 
nity that “due to the lack of funds the Ritu- 
Jarium (Mikvah), located at 1305 Logan Ave. 
BW., is forced to close.” 

The Post has been informed by officials of 
the society that Zwebner, who has carried a 
considerable share of the task of operating the 
Mikvah, was not authorized by his organization 
fo insert the Mikvah closing notice in The 
american Jewish World, local Anglo-Jewish 
weekly. 

Upon appearanee of the notice, Rabbi Na- 
feum Sehulman, spiritual leader of the Mikro 
Kodesh Synagogue, the upper-midwest’s larg- 
est Orthodox congregation, jumped imto the 
breach. He advised I. A. Zeessman, owner of 
the property on which the Mikvah is located, 
that “no matter what announcement has been 
made the Mikvah is not closed or closing.” 
Heessman had threatened suit against Ritu- 
larium officials to terminate the organization’s 
Jease and to reeover back rent owing him. 

Rabbi Schulman persgnally guaranteed pay- 
ment of the rent arrearage and exacted a 
promise from Zeessman that he would permit 
the Mikvah to remain open. 

RESPONSE TO APPEAL 

On the Sabbath following publication of the 
Hem, Rabbi Schulman conducted a fund appeal 
for the Mikvah in his synagogue. The congre- 
gation responded liberally. Since that day 
there has been some improvement in the finan-

ciel status of the Mikvah. A proposed re- 
organization of the Ritularium Society led by 
Rabbi Schuhman, now underway, will undoubt- 
edly enable the Mikvah to remain open. Since 
Rebbi Schulman’s imitial appeal for funds in 
his symagogue, several other rabbis and lay- 
men have joined his effort. 

The Ritularium Society of Minneapolis is a 
legal corporation which was formed about four 
years ago when the present Mikvah was re- 
modeled at a cost of about $4,000. The Rev. 
Sidney H. Roberts is president of the group. 
The present annual budget of the society is 
$1,600, 

Synagogue contributions are the major 
souree of funds. Phe synagogue pledges run 
from $18 to $150 annually. However, most 
synagogues have fallen considerably in arrears 
in their payments, and several have refused to 
make pledges. Only one local women’s organ- 
ization, the sisterhood of the Keneseth Israel 
Synagogue, is a contributor to the Mikveh. 
The synagogue itself makes no contribution. 

USED BY 40-50 FAMILIES 

The city’s two conservative congregations 
make an annual contribution to the society and 
offer their cooperation in the maintenance of 
the Mikvah. A fee is charged for ritual use 
of the Mikvah, but the Mikvah is available 
free of charge to those unable to pay. There 
is no charge for use of the Mikvah by brides 
or by participants in the ritual of conversion. 
There are about 40 to 50 families which make 
regular use of the Mikvah. 

Rabbi Schulman told The Post that he feels 
certain “that the local Jewish community will 
not permit the Mikvai to be liquidated. I’m 
equally certain that the principle of “‘Taharot 
HaMishpacha’ (family ritual purity) will be

The Situation Is 


SAAC LEVITAT’S letter in last week’s Post, 
giving historical basis for the propriety in 
Jewish law for the holding of business sessions 
of public organizations on the Sabbath, is a 
contribution to the definition of what may and 
may not be done on the Sabbath, but it misses 
the real point of the problem.

It is time to stop quibbling. Even the most 
astute adherent to the principle of non-inter- 
ference by U.S. Jews in the affairs of Israel 
will see no wrong in carrying the view of 
U.S. Jews to the Israelis in this instance.

Theme Song 

Once again, The Post repeats what will 
soon become an irritating theme song, and 
that is that every device, every opportunity 
for imparting adult Jewish education must be 
used by the American Jewish community. 

We are almost alone in not prophesying the 
not too gradual decline of the American Jew- 
ish community through assimilation. 

We have more faith in the durability of the 
collective Jew, and in the trend of events of 
the next decades than most. But this does not 
mean that we can achieve survival by unm 

» concern. 

On the contrary it means articulating the 
concept that adult Jewish education must be 
prosecuted vigororusly, that our synagogues 
must emphasize their role of a house of learn- 
ing, even to the extent of submerging its con- 
comitant task of a house of prayer, and our 
rabbis must become educators, even to slight- 
ing of their self-satisfying role of preachers 
and politicians. ° 

Survival itself is not enough, although that 
will require superhuman effort. Creative sur- 
vival is the goal of the American Jewish com- 
munity, and it can be achieved. Remember- 
ing the talmudic story of the Jews pausing 
hesitatingly at the brink of the Red Sea wait- 
ing for God to part the waters, we will under- 
stand that once we begin a serious effor at 
adult Jewish education, we will be helped. But 
we, like the Israelites, must make the first 
halting steps. 


Possibilities of New Method of Teaching Languages 


because the words were used only at the rarest 
intervals and then practically never in spoken 
language. 

The new method also cuts into half the time 
usually required to learn a language. It is 
entirely possible then that this will release 
our educators from the iron vise of lack of 
time, which has been the bane of all Jewish 
educators since the days of the ghetto. 

It is even possible that time may now be 
available to impart Jewish culture and Jewish 
values to our youngsters. - 

For the pupil too, alienated by the difficulty 
and the lack of purpose of the old system, 
the new method offers enticing poss#ilities. 
Hebrew School very likely may be taken out 
of the drudge class and this, as any modern 
pedagogue knows, will mean the greatest sti- 
mulant to the rate of learning. 

Here* could be the answer to that almost 
insuperable problem of Hebrew instruction 
in the U.S. Jewish community. 


Different 


problems could be permitted on the Sabbath 
without endangering the institution of the 
Sabbath. 

In the US. we are fighting to invest the 
Sabbath with significance. Although Mr. Levi- 
tats did not have this intention in mind, to 
tell Phi Epsilon Phi that it is proper to hold 
business meetings on Friday night, would have 
been a gross misinterpretation of the histor- 
ical dispensation the he documents for hold- 
ing business sessions on the Sabbath. 

Once we have established the pvrimacy of 
the Sabbath and returned it to a day of rest 
and meditation, then like the Jews of old, we 
may Safely embark on any dispensations, 

In this connection, the significance of the 
observance of the Sabbath and kashruth at 
the first National Economic Conference for 
Israel in Washington, D.C. should not be over- 
looked. The leadership of the AFDCI should 
be congratulated. What this means is that 
eventually no national Jewish organization, 
even those which can be described as totally 
Reformed, will contravene the rules of Sab- 
bath at their conventions,

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Disputes Assertion Israel Has Reform Congregations 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

In your issue of Sept. 21 it is 
yeported that Rabbi Philip S. 
Bernstein, president of the Cen- 
tral Conference of American 
Rabbis, stated that there are 
three Liberal synagogues in Is- 
yael, “though they lean more to 
the Orthodox in their services. 
The rabbis observed the Orthodox 
yitual but are Liberal in their 
thinking.” 

Even a man of his calibre and 
integrity has failed to see the 
facts which explain why Reform 
and Conservative rabbis have no 
standing in Israel. I spent the 
month of last January in Israel 
and ferreted out the following 
information: The members of the 
three congregations who attend 
Sabbath services accept the au- 
thority of the local Beth-Din and 
recognize the decisions of the 
Chief Rabbinate in matters of 
Halacha—Jewish law. 


They are ignorant of what the 
World Union for Progressive Ju- 
daism stands for. They are affili- 
ated with that body through mis- 
information and ignorance sim- 
ply because their rabbis manage 
to get certain subsidies from the 
World Union for Progressive 
Judaism. In not a few Reform 
Temples in the U. S. appeals for 
contributions are made to help 
the “Reform Temples in Israel.” 

In Israel any movement—with 


a following—manages to. get 
recognition. Both the Reform 
and the Conservative groups of 
America have no congregations— 
have no followers—in Israel]. Over 
twenty years ago the United 
Synagogue of America helped to 
raise funds for the building of 
a Conservative synagogue in 
Jerusalem—the Yeshurun—as the 
center for the Conservative 
movement in Israel. The Yesh- 
urun Synagogue is today a 
stronghold for Orthodoxy. Chief 
Rabbi Dr. Isaac Herzog speaks 
there now and then. 


The attempt to initiate a dis- 
tinctive Conservative movement 
accomplished nothing, The Re- 
form movement of America had 
a. chance during the past twenty- 
five years to create a Reform or 
Liberal movement in Israel, but 
have failed or missed the boat. 


Last May I delivered a paper 
in Atlantic City before the an- 
nual convention of the Rabbinical 
Council of America on “Liberal 
Congregations in Israel—Fiction, 
not Fact”. A short time later I 
received an air mail letter from 
Rabbi Dr.’ Meir Rosenberg, the 
so-called Liberal rabbi of Beth 
Israel Congregation in Tel Aviv, 
in which he expressed astonish- 
ment in reading a brief report of 
my address in the Israeli press.

Rabbi Bernstein’s statement in 
your paper that the C.C.A.R. is 
prepared to send rabbis to Is- 
rae] sounds very interesting. My 
experience in Europe and in Is- 
rael, however, convinced me that 
the idea is impractical. 

Generally speaking, both in 
Europe and in Israel the Ameri- 
can brand of Reform is consid- 
ered as having strayed too far 
from the traditional pattern. Re- 
form synagogues in Europe are 
a far cry from their counterpart 
in America. 

The following personal experi- 
ence is typical. In 1949 while I 
was with the Military Govern- 
ment in Germany I made a trip 
to Paris with Dr. Bernard Heller 
who was also on a mission in 
Germany in connection with the 
recovery of culturai objects 
looted by the Germans. In the 
hotel we stayed was also Rabbi 
Felix Levy of Chicago. 


Friday night we all attended 
an Orthodox synagogue. Satur- 
day morning Dr. Heller suggest- 
ed that since Rabbi Levy came 
With us to an Orthodox service 
the night before we should re- 
ciprocate by attending a Reform- 
ed synagogue in the morning. I 
considered this fair and consent- 
ed. Knowing, however, Reform 
services in America, I “davened” 
first in my room and then walk- 
ed with Dr. Heller an hour and

He seemed very much con- 
cerned, so his letter implied, lest 
the Reform movement here stop 
sending him funds. I asked him 
in my reply letter various ques- 
tion pertaining to facts. Several 
months have elapsed already, but 
no letter was received from him. 
I will mention now several of 
the questions which he deemed 
inadvisable to answer. 


Rabbi Rosenberg stated to me 
explicitly that the Chief Rabbi 
of Tel Aviv and Jaffa, Rabbi 
Unterman, would recognize him 
as a rabbi and grant him the 
right to be a ‘“Mesader Kid- 
dushin” (to perform the mar- 
riage ceremony) if he will cnly 
grow a long beard. I went out 
of my way before I left Israel to 
see Rabbi Unterman and check 
the facts. The Chief Rabbi was 
astonished to hear the statement 
of Rabbi Rosenberg and added 
that there are many rabbis with- 
out beards who have standing as 
rabbis. 

Rabbi Rosenberg has been a 
rabbi for at least fourteen years 
in Tel Aviv and has not spoken 
even once with Rabbi Unterman. 
phen Schwartschild served so 
faithfully for a few years I had 
the same experience. The serv- 
ices in the’ Reform synagogue 
had much more in common with 
the traditional services than with 
the American style Reform serv- 
ices. 

I am convinced, and I discuss- 
ed this in Israel with members 
of the Ministry of Religions, 
that Israel will have to produce 
its own brand of “liberal Juda- 
ism” and supply its own leaders 
for such a movement. The dyna- 
mics behind the religious life 
in Israel are far different than 
those in America. The religious 
problems that certainly. do exist 
in Israel will have to be solved 
by the Israelis in their own way. 
One thing I am certain of is that 
American style Reform Judaism 
has absolutely no chance in Is- 
rael,

The latter said to me: “I will 
not recognize him as a rabbi 
even if he grows a beard ten feet 
long (ah maiseh mit ah bord!) 
unless he dissociates himself

He meant that as long as Rab- 


bi Rosenberg practices Ortho- 
doxy and-his congregants are 
Orthodox—do recognize Rabbi 


Unterman as the Chief Rabbi of 
Tel Aviv and Jaffa—then he 
should officially sever his rela- 
tionship with the World Union for 
Progressive Judaism. Rabbi Un- 
terman objects to one who poses 
as Orthodox before his congrega- 
tion—because the congregation 
will object otherwise—but re- 
serves to himself the right to 
think in an un-Orthodox way by 
being affiliated with the above- 
mentioned organization. 


In the U. S., Reform Rabbis, 
as a rule, think, preach and prac- 
tice Reform Judaism. An_indi- 
vidual layman may Say to him- 
self: “I am Orthoprax (word 
coined by Rabbi Dr. Leo Jung) 
—relative to thinking, I am not 


Orthodox; however, with refer 
ence to practice I am Orthodox.” 
But a Liberal spiritual leader 
should preach what he thinks; 
otherwise, his Orthodox preach- 
ing is a pose and his Orthodox 
practice is half hearted and arti- 
ficial observance. 

I attended services in the only 
“Liberal” synagogue in Tel Aviv 
on the Sabbath of Jan. 14. There 
were present twenty men, past 
middle age, one boy and ten elder- 
ly women who sat separately. 
The whole service was Strictly 
Orthodox. In fourteen years in 
Tel Aviv Rabbi Rosenberg has 
accomplished, on the official day 
of rest, to have a Sabbath con- 
gregation of thirty elderly men 
and women who are Orthodox in 
practice and in thinking and in 
recognizing the authority of the 
Chief Rabbinate—and in their 
being ignorant of what the 
World Union for Progressive Ju- 
daism is all about, 

Rabbi Rosenberg puzzles me in 
various ways. He stated that Dr. 
Leo Baeck, president of the 
World Union for Progressive Ju- 
daism, was his “rebbe” twenty 
years ago but that he does not 
consider him as his “rebbe” now 
because the latter rides now on 
the Sabbath.

Bas Mitzvah Is Reform 


Innovation, Says Rabbi 
@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

This is with erence to your 
Sept. 21, 1951 article by Moshe 
Kohn on the subject of Bas Mitz- 
vah. 

The article gives the impres- 
sion that the Orthodox group 
began the pioneering in the Bas 
Mitzvah ceremony and that the 
first such service was conducted 
approximately twelve years 
ago. When I conducted my first 
Bas Mitzvah twenty-two years 
ago it was my impression that a 
number of my colleagues had 
been conducting similar services 
for many years prior to that 
time. : 

It is my impression that the 
Bas Mitzvah ceremony is anoth- 
er contribution of Reform Ju- 
daism. 

Mr. Kohn states in his article 
“Orthodoxy forbids the calling up 
of women to the reading of the 
Torah at the regular Sabbath 
morning services.” The Talmud 
was more liberal. In b. Megillah 
23a it is indicated that a woman 
may participate in the Torah 
reading on the Sabbath during 
services.

Mistake Israel Hears 

NEW YORK—(N J P)—Israeli 
manufacturers will meet with 
tittle success in the sale of ex- 
ported goods if they continue to 
produce objects which are “too 
exclusively national and religious 
in character” and no match for 
American quality and_ prices, 
James Sachs Plaut, director of 
Boston’s Institute of Contemp- 
orary Art, warned upon his re- 
turn from a four-month stay in 
Israel. 

Plaut, who served as advisor 
to the Ministry of Trade and In- 
dustry on industrial design, de- 
clared that “There’s no point in 
Israel’s attempt to sell America 
what are in fact mass-produced 
knick-knacks not up to Ameri- 
ean standards or competitive 
with American prices.” 

Instead, Plaut recommended 
the manufacture of quality hand- 
crafts. He pointed out the rich 
Palestinian design tradition 
which goes back thousands of 
years, and the number of Israel’s 
specialists in history, art and 
archaeology who could provide 
rich source material for design.

ADISON, Wisconsin, is capital of the state, home of the Uni. 
versity of Wisconsin and proud possessor of four lakes 
within the city limits. Its year round Jewish population of about 
500 families—perhaps 2,000 to 2,500 individuals—is augmented by 
approximately 1200 Jewish students on the campus who constitute 
a separate community, ‘with problems all its own. 

The visitor senses at once a friendly but 
nonetheless deep competition which exists be. 
tween Reform Temple Beth El and Conservative 
Beth Israel Center. Each has a membership of 
about 150 families, but the competition is most 
obvious in the recent construction race which 
took place. Outgrowing its old building, Beth 
Israel had been planning and saving for many 
years to put up a new structure, but little pro. 
gress was made. 

The Reform group was in a more serious 
plight, having no building at all. When first established the con. 
gregation met in the department store owned by one of the 
group’s leaders. He quickly lost interest when the congregation 
betrayed Zionist sympathies, and services were next held in a 
Unitarian church borrowed for the purpose. Stiil later they used 
the Workmen’s Circle building, with Sunday School classes held 
at the YMCA. After two years of poring over architects’ plans 
they began to build.

That action apparently galvanized the Conservatives, and in 
short order another tastefully designed but utilitarian building 
was under way. Each cost in the vicinity of $200,000, and each has 
a small mortgage for about a quarter of that figure or less. 


ABBI MANFRED Swarensky ofliciates at Beth El, and Rabbi 
Max Lipshitz, recently returned from his honeymooy, pre- 
sides over services at Beth Israel. While the latter is termed 
“Conservative” in the sense that men and women may sit together 
if they wish, it also possesses a traditional Mikveh as one of the 
fixtures of its new building. 


Tt had once been suggested by a group of the community's 
secularists that all bodies pool their resources and build a com- 
munity center with two adjoining wings, one for the Reform, 
the other for the Conservative. Nothing came of it. 

Madison also has several smaller Orthodox congregations. It 
is said that intermarriage, which is frequent but not alarming, 
takes place more often among the young people of Orthodox 
families. 


The University’s Jewish students seldom come into contact 
with Madison’s Jews. ThoSe who seek some form of Jewish life 
find it in the Hillel Foundation, headed by likable and cordial 
Rabbi Max Ticktin. For 28 years this foundalion, one of the oldest 
in the country, has occupied the same unprepossessing quarters 
in a loft over a luggage store. There is ample room, but a couple 
of blocks away on Langdon Street’s fraternity row, are dozens 
of attractive student buildings, fraternity houses and _ religious 
centers which put Hillel in an embarrassing shade. 


HERE ARE five Jewish fraternities, including such populat 
outfits as Zeta Beta Tau, and Phi Epsilon Pi, but only one 
sorority. The result was until recently a housing problem for the 
Jewish girls. There are numerous fashionable rooming houses for 
girls but the story spread that Jews were not welcome. No one 
has ever nailed down that story, but some five or six classy 
establishments bearing names like Shoreland and Lake Lawn, and 
with an all-Jewess clientele now flourish. From the point of view 
of the parents they serve another purpose. 


Many of the girls come from small cities and towns where 
they had few contacts with Jews. While their daughters are at 
school, the parents feel, it is a good idea for them to live with 
other Jewish girls. Precisely what value there is in such association 
is difficult to say, since none of the houses have kosher cuisine, 
none light candles Friday eve, none have Jewish programs of 
any kind. A few put up Christmas trees in December to be in the 
spirit of the season. 

I found the Hillel library well stocked, and the books circulate, 
more or less. The tell-tale library cards seemed to indicate that 
Rabbi Swarensky made full use of the facilities, Some day Hillel 
will at last have its own building and many more students, whe 
may judge by exteriors oniy, will come to take advantage of the 
splendid activities conducted by Rabbi Ticktin. 

If town visitors are puzzled at the big Magen David atop the 
Knights of Pythias headquarters, here is the answer. The K. of
